Not one of these new yarns has given any 
clue or added anything materially to the 
stock of knowledge that has been gathered 
up. 


Clow FlUiiUK. 


All cluws to the murderer have faded 


out and the officers seem to be no nearer 
the criminal than when they began to 
search. A week has been taken up by a 
most diligent search, in which 
an 


enormous amount of w'ork was done, and 
seven djiys' labor appears to have had no 
better rosult than giving the murderers 
seven days more start. The inquest, which 
began Monday, was suspended Friday 
afternoon and will only be resumed by di- 
rection of the court. About 125 witnesses 
have beon examined, and though a large 
mass of testimony has been taken, a prom- 
inent officer gives it as his opinion that 
nothing has developed to cost suspicion on 
any one to a degree that would warrant 
action. Further than that no suspicion of 
any consequence is said to bo direct toward 
any persons. There are a few more wit- 
nesses who will probably be examined later 


The DarkiiCHx. 


The darkness in which the officers' find 


themselves is well proved by the fact thrt 
among +hese witnesses are some persons 
who aro most strongly suspected by the 
public, and still the officers consider them 
to be of so little importance that the 
taking of their testimony need not be 
hurried. The detectives and deputies were 
very quiet today, Evidently they have 
run down all the leads and seen all the 
many p< rsons who have had business with 
Mr. Reed. When they moved out today 
it was lo chase after the fading glints 
from the vanishing will-o'-the-wisp.

When Colonel Whitney arrived

night it noon became known that he had 
just como from seeing Miss Jennie Ray, 
Mr. Reed's fiance, at Oakland, Me. Mr. 
Whitnej brought nothing that can help 
his work materially.

mation regarding Miss Ray's business re- 
lations with Mr. Reed, which were of the 
kind already made public. It is under- 
stood that she was unable to throw any 
light on recent transactions of Mr. Reed's 
that would reveal a new personage in the 
case in a manner favorable to the officers. 
Miss Ray is expected to return to North 
Adams early next wetk. She isrecoveiiug 
from her illness caused by the shock at 
hearing of Mr. Reed's tragic death. 


Dxplalucd to tlic Police. 


Some attention has bt en given the tes- 


timony of A. J. Deming, who is watch- 
man at the Sampson factory. Mr. Dem- 
ing was accosted the Friday night of the 
murder Dy a man wanting to go through 
the factory yard in the direction of the 
Reed house. As Mr. Deming had not 
been asked for such a privilege for six 
years he naturally was considerably inter- 
ested in the stranger the next day when 
he hearS of the crime that had been com- 
mitted in Webster's lane. Mr. Demmg 
was a witness at the inquest and told the 
story of the stranger and his request. 
Any val ae this story seemed to have n as 
destroyed last night by the very man who 
passed through the yard. He went to 
tbe police station and told his story. He 
explained why he took the route and 
came to volunteer the information for 
fear some one might be suspected be- 
cause of bis act. 


Arrested nt I*ee. 


The man chased to this city Wednesday 


night by Deputy Sheriff Haskins and Mr. 
Shifley, us Bonai and Weeks wanted for 
the Nichols murder near Bridgeport, 
were arrested 
yesterday afternoon at 


Lenoxdale near Lee. They are bung held 
for the Connecticut officers who will coine 
up and look them over. Whether the ar 
rested men will prove to be the men 
wanted at Bridgeport will be awaited 
with interest, for the chase after them 
has involved North Adams in the excite- 
ment. The new chase has fitted on curi- 
ously, and if the men in custody at Lee 
should prove not to be,Weeks and Bonai 
th»re will have been a remarkable coinci- 
dence, one which will have proved mis- 
leading, not only to the Massachusetts 
officers, but to the Connecticut detectives 
who have been on the trail of the Nichols 
murderers. 


Spotted by Louugcrs, 


The two men were arrested about C 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. Early yes- 
terday morning Deputy Sheriff Cutting 
received word that the much wanted 
strangers were supposed to have gone 
toward Lee during the night, and about 
the same time two men were discovered 
camped /n the thick brush on the river 
bank at Lenoxdale. One of them left the 
secluded spot and went to a house on a 
by-road 1 or food, and loungers at the Dale 
who had read the description of the men 
wanted, "spotted" them and telephoned 
for Cutting, who with Constable Charles 
Pierce hurried to the Dale and followed 
by an excited crowd, went to the woods 
and took the men ID. They made no re- 
sistance, and at once owned that they 
were the men who had been in Charle- 
mont, carue over the Florida mountain 


and had slept at Follet's farm in Adams 
Tuesday night. 


"I'm Not llio Murderer.'' 


At the Lee lockup they wire shown their 


published descriptions. The curly-headed 
fellow supposed to be Bonai said he had 
asked food of Deputy Haskins at Charle- 
mont and was one of the men who had 
been traced to Five Roads. 
"My name is 


W. H. Pugh," said he, "and I'm a fish-pole 
maker. I can give good references. I've 
worked for Howard March and Miner of 
Springfield, where I have lived. Of late I 
have been living in Poughkeepsie. 
I'm 


not the North Adams murderer." 


The finish wood Star}*. 


The fact tbat these men took to brush- 


wood to hide brings up the other fact 
that Officer Bowes the night of the Reed 
murder searched the hillside behind the 
old stono mill on River street for a couple, 
said to be a man and a woman, who were 
believed to be camping iu a brushwood 
hut up thore. Officer Bowes found no 
one. If the strangers had been there they 
had decamped. The search was made 
after the hour the Reeds were murdered. 


S^xcilciuent at Lee. 


The second man said hia name was 


Alma O. Hodges and that he was a brass 
metal worker, lie said he had an uncle 
living in Melrose and that that place had 
been his home, He gave the officers refer- 
ences. The men have the overcoats and 
satchels and answer the description of 
Weeks and Bonai fairly well, only that 
they are a little short, and the curly- 
headed 
chap 
is 
lighter 
than 


the 
weight 
given 
for 
Bonai. 


One of them 
has a broken finger 


not mentioned in previous descriptions. 
They were not hancuffed or put in separ- 
ate cells, and the officers are uncertain of 
their men because they have acted so 
coolly. The people of Lenoxdale and Lee 
who havs read the papers and seen the 
men feel sure that they are the parties 
wanted for murder, and the excitement is 
at a high pitch. The men have told ram- 
bling and conflicting stories and refuse to 
give a satisfactory account of themselves. 
They stoutly deny any connection with 
the murders. 


W roils Couple Porliaps. 


There is a story which may show that 


there have been two couples wandering 
about in the vicinity of this city; that the 
wrong couple has been caught and that 
the men wanted are across the state lino. 
The police were telephoned a story last 
night by Landlord Kent of the Pownal ] 
house at Pownal. Vt., neaf the state line, 
to the effect that he had seen the Bridge- 
port suspects, Bonai and Weeks, pass his 
hotel Thursday evening. Mr. Kent had 
received a Pinkerton circular and recog- 
nized the men from the pictures. 
They 


were going west, and had come from this 
city evidently. Mr. Kent could not have 
been deceived by the other two, for they 
were then on their way to Lee.

If it proves that Mr. Kent was not mis- 


taken and that he really saw the Connecti- 
cut murderers at Pownal, there is a very 
curious state of affdirs. It seems hardly 
to be questioned that the men captured 
are the men who have been traced from 
place to place, for reports have come 
in from 
various 
points along (he 


path 
they 
have tiaveraed. 
They 


admit, in fact, having been at 
the 


places mentioned. The 
question then 


arises, how far did the Connecticut offi- 
cers trace Weeks and Bonai and when, if 
these men are not they, did they get off 
the track and switch onto the two men 
now under arrest. In any case there 
seems to be no possible chance that either 
couple, if there are two, could be the men 
wanted for the Reed murders. It is cer- 
tain also that the men seen by Mr. Kent 
cannot be the men under arrest at Lee.

STORY OF A KING. 


Romantic Career of the Champion, 


John R. Gentry. 


Saven owners in as many years might 


seem to indicate ordinarijy that a horse 
was not very desirable property and that 
his various owners had improved their 
first good chance to get rid of him, but 
this is not the case with John R. Gentry, 
2.00J, the world's champion, for he has 
been a source of revenue and profitable 
investment to all into whose possession 
he came. As is too often the cose, how- 
ever, the breeder of the great horse re- 
ceived a mere nothing for him. H. G. 
Toler, the man who owned the farm 
where Gentry came upon the earth, of 
which he was destined to be the cham- 
ion, let the colt go before he was a year 
old for a second-hand silver watch and a 
bill of if 190 that he owed his trainer. This 
trainer, Jim Ramey of Brush Creek, Mo., 
was a big-hearted, happy-go-lucky young 
horseman of picturesque character, and 
it was he who gave Gentry his early edu- 
cation. Ramey was a poor man, but he 


Gentry again passed undor the auction- 
eer's hammer. Louis W. Wormser and 


After this race the horse became so 


valuable that young Gentry, then a mere 
boy, found that ho could not continue to 
own him without violating good business 
sense, so he sold his namesake for $10,000 
toL. Banks Holt and James F. Scott, two 
gentlemen from North Carolina, the last 
corner of the continent where a purchaser 
for such a horse would be expected to 
come from. During the 18 months that 
they owned the horse Gentry defeated 
every noted horse in his class and lowered 
the champion stallion record from 2.05} 
to 2.03'i. In the fall of 1895 Messrs Holt 
and Scott agreed to disagree, and to close 
their partnership Gentry was sold at auc- 
tion, in New York, passing into the own- 
ership of William Simpson, the richest of 
New York pawnbrowkers. 


It wouia seem as though the great horse 


had by this time earned a permanent 
home, but when Gentry last year electri- 
fied the horse world by cutting the world's 
record down to 2.00\, winning the fastest 
heat and the greatest race in the annuls 
of harness racing, Mr. Simpson saw

\\ liile the apparent results of the week's 


%VGJ <c of detection seem inconsequential 
^^Jd unavailing to the public, yet that fact 
should not detract from the credit due the

<.ffur;s to rind the perpetrators of the 
cri: ie. What more c^uld have been done 
than has been done since the discovery of 
the horror, we do not know. Too many 
vceiu allowed on the scene of the murder 
upon its discovery. But every clue, every 
bit of information ofl'ered, every rumor 
has been hunted to the grouid. An in- 
qu-v-^t has been carefully and ably con- 
duc'ed. Miles of weary riding, patient 
listening to mere vagaries, nights without 
Blei-p on the part of the police and detec- 
tive •<, and the offering o" a reward, beside 
much work and labor unknown to the 
public, constitute the record of what has 
bet-n done. 


It must be remembered too that the 


perpetrator of the crime had all the luck 
of circumstances with him. So' far of

The district attorney's' defender says 


there is no legal requirement that Mr. 
Ci irdrcr should take hold of the case till 
it is in the Superior court. We did not say 
tii"t there was. Like onr legal frisnd we 
ton, before writing, had read the public 
statutes defining the duties of district attor- 
mysin the commonwealth. But when it is 
6, .id there is no moral obligation resting 
upon the district attorney to take hold of 
this case before the statutes prescribe he 
shall, we interpose most emphatic objec- 
tion. That our public officers are to do no 
more and feel no more than the public 
E :i!utts define is a very wrong principle 
to accept. The statutes themselves do not 
contemplate such limitation. Exceptional 
circumstances call for exceptional action 
and «flbrt on the part of public officials. 
And so monstrous and mysterious a crime 
a', the Eeed murder, with a lage commun- 
ity demanding that every effort be put 
forth to detect the dangerous perpetra- 
tors, — the most important criminal caae 
the attorney of this district will perhaps 
•ver have to deal with, could well have 


enlisted Mr. Gardner's special service and 
interest. He need not have become a 
"ferret" or detective, as the specious ar- 
gument ol his defender implies, had he 
come to North Adams. He could have lent 
his aid as a shrewd lawyer, and as the one 
who must, if it is ever done, accomplish 
the conviction of the murderer, put him- 
self in fuUest possession of the details and 
circumstances of the crime.

We further say that not one 
word in the article would warrant such a 
conclusion. This defense of Mr. Thayer is 
very far fetched and altogether gratui- 
tous. Furthermore, we have editorially 
commended the whole procedure and 
thoroughness oftte inquest ou several 
occasions.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT: — In your is- 


sue of 12th inst is 
an 
editorial 


calling our district attorney to account 
for not coming to North Adams and di- 
recting or taking part in the inquest now 
being held on the Reed tragedy. 


Allow me to Bay that there is no legal 


requirement that the district attorney 
sba.ll have any connection with a case of 
this nature, as will be seen by reference to 
the public statutes, chapter seventeen, 
which defines his duties, until an arrest is 
made and the case is properly in the su- 
perior court. As to the moral obligation 
to constitute himself a detective and 
ferret cut, by direction, or in person, the 
offender in important cases within his dis- 
trict, which probably would occupy his 
whole time, I can say that after an ex- 
tended knowledge of their doings in this 
direction, I have never known any dis- 
trict attorney in Western Massachusetts 
to take charge of a criminal case before 
an arrest was made. 


You refer to District Attorney Ham- 


mond as an example for Mr. Gardner to 
follow. Mr. Hammond had no connec- 
tion with the O'Neil matter until after 
the arrest. While under no obligation so 
to do Mr. Gardner did name your city 
solicitor as a proper person to represent 
the Commonwealth at the inquest to be 
held before Judge Woodhead. The tone 
of your article is a severe imputation 
that Mr. Thayer is not doing justice to the 
position he is in. 


Thoss who know just what Mr. Thayer 


has done in this matter will, I think, 
agree that he has met the requirements 
and shown a skill in the examination of 
the witnesses and the condnct.thus far, of 
the case which merits, and I think re- 
ceives tbe commendation of all officials 
engaged in the matter.

of Business. 


Serious charges are brought against 


William H. Whiting of Pittsfleld,the mes- 
senger at tlie state senate, In connection 
with the investigation of the infidelity of 
Mrs. Edward D. Goodrow of Dalton. Mr. 
Whiting is well known to every politician 
in the county and has been the griet ot 
some North Adams political aspirants. 


The woman makes affidavit to intimacy 


with Mr. Whiting, and in addition the au- 
thorities claim to have found evidence 
that Mr. Whiting was living as man and 
wife with another woman in Sjmerville 
in the years between 1892 and 1895, and 
again was living with a woman who was 
represented to be his wife in the same 
city more recently, lie had two children 
by the first of these women and one by 
the second. As Mr Whiting has a tamilj 
ia Pittsheld it would appear that he was 
guilty of bigamy, provided he was really 
married to the woman he lived with in 
Somerville. 


On July 21 last Mrs. Edward D. Good- 


row of Dalton, who had been absent from 
home for some time, returned and told her 
husband, who had suspected her fidelity, 
that bhe had been guilty of indiscretions 
and added that she wanted to mike acon- 
fession. Her husband called m Edward 
H. Pierce of that town, who is a justice of 
the peace and a deputy sheriff, and asked 
him to witness Mrs. Goodrow's declara- 
tion, which she made under oath. Mrs_ 
Goodrow had been absent from home for 
some time, and the fact was the subject of 
much gossip m the neighborhood. Some 
time previous to this Mr. Goodrow 
had employed Mr. Pierce to look up 
evidence with a view to instituting pro- 
ceedings against his wile to obtain a di- 
vorce. 
She made a sworn declaration be- 


foie Mr.Pierce acknowledging her remiss- 
ness and btated tnat her paramour was 
William H. Whiting of Pittafield, messen- 
ger in the state senate 
She confessed to 


having had criminal intimacy with Mr. 
Whiting at a hotel in Boston, the Massi- 
soit house in Spnnglisld and other places. 
Taese indiscretions, she said m her affida- 
vit, took place in October and November 
oflastjear 
She averred that her rela- 


tions with Whitiug began about a year 
ago and that they had been continued at 
intervals up to about a month prior to 
that time, 


Mi Whiting has lived in Pittsfield up- 


ward of 20 years, his residence being on 
Brown street. He has a wife and five 
children, at least one of whom is married. 
When he was a young man he lost, an 
arm while atwo^k ma mill and soon after 
drifted into politics. He became asso- 
ciated politically with ex-Congressman 
Rockwell and soon became prominent in 
the politics oi Pittsfleld and Berkshire 
county. He fluallj received an appoint- 
ment as messenger in the state senate and 
spent verj little of his time in Pittsfleld. 
He occasionally went home to see his 
family and his visits were aim ays brief. 
There has always been more or less gos- 
sip about him in connection with women, 
but his conduct'n Pittsfleld in that re- 
spect Las invariably been exemplary. He 
was generally held in good repute and 
these charges constitute the biggest sensa- 
tion that has struck Pittsfield in many a 
day. His wife and family are naturally 
piostrated with grief and his many Pitts- 
field friends, political and social, feel his

contented to attract the few to whom its 
character and environment were pecu- 
liarly congenial. But yet undei that pol- 
icy its natural growth has now exceeded, 
or threatens to exceed, the capacity of t he 
college to care lor :ts mcmbeis in its own 
traditional way,and ittheie ore deliberate- 
ly discourages a numerical development 
which would be embairaasmg at the least, 
and which might subvert the Williams 
ide.U. To attempt to counteract the law 
of growth is a risky undertaking for those 
who are not willing to degenerate, and it 
would be a total mistake to suppose that 
the men in control at Williams mean to 
limit its true expansion 
Quality is more 


admirable than size, and an educational 
institution which cannot hopefully culti- 
vate both is fortunate when it is governed 
by men who insist that the former alone 
is indispensable. 


Whatever the immediate consequences 


of the step taken at Williams may be, it is 
likely to give the college a still higher 
repute for thoroughness of instruction 
and for exercising the mental and moral 
inspiration of direct personal influence. 
Such a distinction as that would in turn 
constitute a powerful attraction, of •which 
the natural effect would be an increased 
attendance, but we do not need to assume 
that such a result would be unwelcome 
after the material conditions to which the 
new expedients are adapted had passed 


away. The college has a noble record, 
and its future never appeared more secure.
